Prospects for Further Accessions To 


Sinters' Ranis Are Favorable. 


PrrrsBCKG, Aug. 12.—The struggle 


for mastery between manufacturers ami 
mun has been fairly launched, and on 
the first showing of strength the advan- 
tage is with tbe former. Tbe general 
strike order issued by President Shaffer 
of the Amalgamated association has so 
far been obeyed by only about 14,000 
men, according to tho best figures ob- 
tainable here. The first two prelimi- 
nary calls took out 45,000 men, so that 
the total number now on strike is in 
the neighborhood of 60,000. 
The 


strikers mnde gains today over last 
night's showing and the prospects of 
Further accessions to their ranks during 
the next few days are favorable. The 
action of the members of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor iu Chicago, 
Joliet and Bay "View, in refusing to 
obey the order, and the failure to ob- 
tain recruits in the Kiskineta valley 
plants and the mills at Youngstown and 
Columbus, is disappointing to 
the 


strike leaders. Their fighting spirit is 
strong, however, and they claim to 
have much strength in reserve. 


for weaving, the reduction to take effect 
on September third.

The 
session was a long one and no objection 
whatever was made to the question of a 
reduction. The manufacturers present 
represented 1,250,000 spindles, so that 
the promoters of the cut down had no 
fear as to its ultimate success.

SPECULATION IN SCHLEY CASE. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Speculation 


has been indulged in lately at the navy 
department as to whether Admiral 
Sampson will be represented by legal 
conns 3! in the forthcoming Sohley court 
of inquiry; and as to whether Judge 
Advocate General Lemley of the court 
will call upon the government for legal 
assistance in handling the case.

BOSTON, Aug. 12.—Four men in a 


yacht were capsized in the harbor this 
afternoon and Daniel T. Galvin, twen- 
ty-seven years old, of Oharlestown, sin- 
gle, was drowned, and the others were 
taken from the water in an exhausted 
condition.

which one of the men. Timothy Waters, 
told the police, the four men started 
down the harbor this morning on the 
team yacht Galatea.

one of the boiler tubes blew up, and 
having nothing on board with which to 
make repairs, the men put back for this 
city for a plug. Galvin, complaining 
of the spray, said that he was going to 
it on the gunwale on the other side of 
he boat. The rest protested, bet he 
iOok np his position there and upset 
he yacht, throwing all into the water.

TO SUCCEED SAMPSON. 


Rear Admiral Mortimer L. Johnson, 


Who Was Once at Portsmouth 
Yard. 


The report that Rear Admiral Morti- 


mer L. Johnson, U. S. N., command- 
ant of the Port Royal naval station, 
would relieve Rear Admiral Sampson 
at the Boston navy yard Nov. 1, was 
confirmed on Monday in an official dis- 
patch from Washington. 


Admiral Johnson's succession was 


predicted last January, whou ho was 
detached from the captaincy of 
the 


yard and went to Wt»shington for ex 
animation for promotion, aud tbence, 
as a rear admiral, to Port Royal. 


A chief clerk of department said: 


"Ordering Johnson to releivo Sampson 
shows business judgement creditable to 
the navy department, for he was cap 
tain of the yard in 1899 and 1903, dur 
ing the great period of reorganization 
and up to date development, and, aside 
from that most essential experience, he 
is a sturdy and very active business man 
all the time,peraonally—one of the best 
executives in the service, in that par 
ticular very much like Howison, anc 
always known as cool headed and fair 
to all hands. 


Tho chief clerk added this persona 


tribute: "He's a good, sound man. Ad 
miral Johnson; and I don't know any 
body who will not be pleased to see 
him here as commandant." 


Hear Admiral Johnson is a Massa 


ohusetts man, born in Nahaut, und en 
terei the service m 1859. 
He became 


captain of the Boston yard Oct. 18, 
1898, being relieved of the command of 
the monitor Miautouomoh, which was 
the first vessel placed in commission 
when there was prospect of war with 
Spain. In 1897 he had command of 
of the cruiser San Francisco, and was 
at the port of Athens during the 
Turco Grecian war. He took the Ban 
Francisco at (Smyrna, where he had 
the cruiser Cincinnati, in which he 
went to Europe in 1895. 
Before that 


billet he commanded the receiving 
ship Franklin at the Norfolk yard, to 
which he was ordered in 189g, when 
he was promoted, at the Portsmouth 
yard, to a captaincy. 


Admiral Johnson's family at tho 


commandant's house, in November, 
will probably be Mrs. Johnson and 
two daughters. 
They are all very 


favorably known in New Euglanq. 


A FOOLHARDY SWIMMER. 


He Caused Great Anxiety at a Neigh- 


boring Beach by Going Far Out to 
Sea. 


A daring swimmer caused considera 


i>Ie anxiety at a neighboring beach a 
faw days ago. He was seen to walk into 
the surf and swim straight out into the 
ocean. Not much attention was paid tu 
him until he was half a mile out when 
people began to point him out. 
He 


sept on swimming, however, aud soon 
be was a mere speck on tho ocean sur 
faca far out from the beach. 
Every 


hiug else was suspended, and from end 
of the bench to the other, people gath 
ered on their piazzio watching him, 
while an immense crowd gathered in 
front of the cottages. 


Pretty soon he was only to be seen 


with the aid of glafwes, and finally not 
to be seen at all, It was reported that 
lie had sunk and people began to get 
nervous. Men were pacing anxiously 
up and down the beach and many worn 
en were on the verge of hysteria from 
the long continued nervous strain. 


A boat with three men started for the 


place where the bold swimmer was last 
seen. The crowd saw the boat stop 
but could not see the swimmer and 
concluded ho was drowned. 


He was not drowned, however, and 


the boat found him frolicking in the 
water. He refused to get into the boat 
langhod at the men who had hurriedly 
rowed out to rescue him and took his 
own time about swimming back ashore. 


Much indignation was 
expressed 


when it was found that the man was 
safe that he should wantonly play with 
his own life in soch a manner and make 
light of the anxiety of thousands whom 
he had caused to spend a very bad half 
hour.

HJHt of five men, who shall tire ten con 
Becutive shots offhand at two hundred 
yards. One officer only will be allowed 
upon a company team. 


III. Each man on the company team 


shall be allowed transportation and one 
dollar for his services. 


1Y. The brigade match will be held 


substquent to tho other matches. A 
company team that does not make in 
its regimental match for 1901 a total of 
1(>0 shall not be eligible to compete for 
the state trophy, 


V. 
Eftoh regimental commander will 


report at once to the brigade inspector 
of riflo practice the result of the regi- 
mental team match iu his regiment. 


VI. There will be a revolver team 


match for a trophy, between teams 
from the First huht battery and Troop 
A, cavalry, at the time and place speci- 
fied by the brigade commander. 


VII. The teams in this match shall 


consist of five men each, who shall 
shoot two strings of five shots each, at 
fifty yards, within tho time limit of one 
rniunle for each string. 


VIII. Tho trigger pull shall not be 


less than four pounds aud service am 
munition must be uaed. 


IX. Tho men on tho revolver teams 


of tho battery and cavalry will be al- 
lowed tho same for their services as the 
infantry. 


X. The position for shooting ahull 


be uri follows: Standing, free from any 
artificial support, the revolver held in 
one hand only, with the arm extended 
free from the body, and unsupported in 
any way.

INSURANCE MATTERS. 


Important Meeting of the New Eng- 


land Exchange at Boston and Risks 
Discussed. 


At a meeting of tbe New England in- 


surance exchange in Boston a number 
of important matters were discussed. 


An important ruling was presented 


by the executive committee and passed 
unanimously by the exchange. It is of 
unusual interest to large insuring inter- 
ests, and provides that when blanket 
rates are made on property rated upon 
schedules, the applications for snch 
rates mast be made by the ownera 
themselves, and a statement must ac- 
company each application showing the 
distribution of values, over the owner's 
signature. 


Whether an extra charge should be 


made for the insertion of the lightning 
clause in policies of fire insurance was 
also debated. 


After some little discussion, it was 


deemed unnecessary, and the motion 
favoring it was defeated. 


Several other important measures 


wero introduced. It is proposed that 
the present form of permit allowed to 
mechanics and builders shall be amend- 
ed so as to prohibit the application Of 
lighted torches to scale off old paint, 
which of late has been a 
frnitfu 


source of outbreaks. 


The insurance companies have suf-

Almost three weeks will be required 


to put the triple screw ornisor Columbia 
in condition for use OH a receiving ship 
at the New York navy yard. The in- 
spection board, consisting of Rear Ad- 
miral Kvijns, Naval Constructor Wood- 
ward, Captain Folger and Lieutenant 
Rogers, which examined the cruiser 
yesterday, has submitted its report to 
the department. The board reported 
that the Columbia is very dirty, and it 
would not be surprising should further 
action be taken by the department. The 
general overhanling of tbe pumping, 
drainage, sanitary and ventilation sys- 
tems will require about eighteen days 
to complete before the vessel oan be 
occupied. 


The board suggests the practicability 


of berthing aud messing the crew of the 
Vermont upon her upper deck while 
fumigating the lower decks, holds aud 
storeroom, with a view to having the 
use of the Vermont after fumigation. 
The department is advited, however, 
that fumigation will only be temporar- 
ily effective in rendering innocuous the 
source of dosease on the Vermont, and 
that though she might be thoroughly 
fumigated now, the winter season, with 
tho attending poorer ventilation on 
board, will undoubtedly bring about 
fresh epidemics. 


It seems rediculons to destroy the 


Vermont, useful vessel that she has 
been, simply on the gronnd that there 
is disease on board. When a house is 
infested with epidemic, tho usual pro- 
cedure in not to burn it cr tear it down, 
but to thoroughly fumigate it.

In the development of deceptive dis- 


guises ~<1i<;£vii:-.oK \\ liifh affect the form, 
attitude and color, I tut largely the color, 
of animals— nature appears to lia\o 
proceeded along two different paths, 
one of which is iliroei aud nfeitlvoly 
easy, the other circuitous and much 
more difficult. The easy path, which 
may be considen d lh>t, i-i (hut of pro- 
tective resemblance pure and simple - 
i. p., an approach in the animal's form, 
color and altitude to some object in the 
burromulings. Such an approximation 
can hardly fail to be of the greatest ad- 
vantage, since the animal thereby 
merges so completely with its environ- 
ment as to pass unobserved by its ene- 
mies or by its prey. This alternative 
has led in two directions—to a defen- 
sive and an aggresshe form of resem- 
blance. 


Every sportsman lias been tU'CoiVf"' 


by the close resemblance of birds and ! 
other aniuinls to the soil and \epc-ta- i 
ticin. II would bo oah.y, morooUT. to 
show that many of the lower animals 
exhibit similar adaptations. It is :I]M> 
well known that" some of these crea- 
tures, ]il;e tho chameleons, many tree 
frogs, cuttlefishes and shriuii.t-, can 
actually change their colors to make 
them harmonize with the exact tints of 
the vegetation or soil on which they are 
living. But no animal can compare with 
tho injects and spiders iu the detailed 
perfection of their protective disgni.-es 
or in the frequency of adopting this 
method of eluding enemies or of 
stealthily approaching prey. This is 
true: notwithstanding the fact that ac- 
tive color changes like those of flu- 
chameleon are scarcely known to occur 
among insects. 


Many of tho most striking examples 


of protective resemblance among in- 
sects aro the result 'of the very inti- 
mate association of thoso animals with 
tho flora of our planet. Especially is 
this true of insects which live expos- 
ed 011 the vegetation. There is really

If some portion of the fish's body Is

It. the vegetable fungus clings to that

It is a curious feature of the religion of 


the Moqui Indians, the "snake dancers" ot 
New Mexico, that during one of their 
famous dances dolls representing kat< 
cinas or gods ar« distributed to all tbe 
village children. In the Peabotiy museum 
at Harvard university there is a collec- 
tion of nearly 100 of these grotesque 
idols which were once the playthings of 
children, but now form an exhibit of 
peculiar Interest to the student ot eth- 
nology. 


The dolls, although they appear to be 


of all sorts and sizes, are nevertheless 
shaped and painted according to an un- 
varying rule applicable to that particular 
ne of the 60 or 70 katcinas which each 
s intended to represent. On them are 
epicted a gvpat variety of arbitrary signs 
ndicating, lor example, the lightning or 
be thundercloud or the hail or the rain 
torin or some animal. Often the rain- 
>ow is carved over their heads, and many 
f them bear a curious headdress in the 
orm of a thin tablet of wood, which is 
ut in an archaic but symmetrical pat- 
era of much elaboration and ornamented 
with eagles' and" owls' feathers. 


Most of the special symbolism is to b« 


ooked for in the carving and making of 
he masked heads, while the bodies be- 
ong to mote or less general types. Some- 
imes they are painted oq both sides alike 
and sometimes differently. Some of them 


re naked and some of them wear blan- 
cets or the dance kilts. Most of them 
vary iu height from six. inches to a. foot 
and a half. But there are several in 
he Harvard collection which are nearer 
our feet. O»e of these latter is a coru- 
osite figure, one doll bearing another 
>n its head, with a third above the 
«cond. 
Not only does the religion of the Moqui 


appear in the universal masking of the 
lolls, but also in the selection of the tree 
rom which they are made, the cotton- 
wood being sacred since it grows along 
he water courses, the most precious pos- 
ebsion of the Indians. The dolls are 
'arved from the root, which is very^ight 
and so soft that it may be cut with the 
greatest ease. The dolls are now whit- 
led out with jackknivcs, but in the old 
lays before the white man came stone 
uuves were used, and even now the 
smoothing and polishing of the dolls is 
mainly done with a piece of sandstone. 
3n account of their religious significance 
bey are treated more respectfully than 
most dolls, and doubtless the little Moqui 


;irl would often be glad of a less solemn 
;oy for her plaything.

America imports an inconsiderable 


quantity of crude ozocerite, only^about

In the latter manufacture it is mixed 
with beeswax, which not only in- 
creases the fusibility of the beeswax, 
but also makes the/ candles much whit- 
er. Ceresin also is employed in the 
manufacture of phonographic cylin- 
ders, In modeling, in galvauo-plastic 
painting. In making shoemakers' wax 
and paraffin and in many other ways. 


Mineral wax never Is found pure, and 


such of the crude 'material as is intend- 
ed for export is freed from earth, small 
stones, etc., near the mines. It is put 
into tanks, which1 are beated either by 
a direct fire or byjsteam. lathe former 
case the furnace is BO arranged that 
the flames strike 'the sides as well as 
the bottom of the* tank, for? otherwise 
th£ wax overheats, causing ipartlftl dis- 
tillation. 


At all tlie larger works In Boryslaw 


steam is used now for this process. lu 
the beginning the steam inustlhaveithe 
degree of heat necessary to 
wax. Subsequently only sulnclentfbeat 
need bo maintained to keep 1he mass 
in a liquid state. This is continued un- 
til all earthy and other foreigu mattei 
has settled to tlie bottom. Theiwax is 
decanted Into Iron congealing wssels 
having the form of a truncated cone 
Tlieh'e vessels are whitewashed* on tin. 
Inside to prevent the adhesion of the 
congealed blocks of wax. 
The blocks 


obtained are from 15 to 23 inches high, 
have a diameter of from 30 to 30 iuchea 
and weigh from 050 to 850 pounds. 


By far the larger portion of the rav? 


ozocerite used in Austria Is manufac- 
tured into ceserin, there being in that 
country about 20 refineries. It is doubt- 
ful If: the processes employed by 'any 
two of them are identical. In most of the 
refining works the wax is mixed f with 
from G to 10 per cunt of sulphuric acid, 
healed and filtered through bono, char- 
coal or spodium. 
This colors It light 


yellow. It is treated again with the 
sulphuric acid and finally with >cauptlo 
soda uutjl every particle of the aoul is 
eliminated. 
Fairly successful cxpov;- 


raents have also been made to avoid 
the use of sulphuric ncid and to substi- 
tute benzole, iu which case the dissolv- 
ent is eliminated by distillation. 


In Iho faltering process coal of/'the 


size of small grain is placed between 
two sieves, which arc inserted in /each 
filter. 
Severn! filters are place*! to- 


gether In a frame and sufficiently heat- 
ed by direct steam to keep the wax in 
a liquid state. Whenever the eoal has 
lost Its efficacy as a blanching/agent it 
can, by proper treatment, befrendercd 
fit again for use. 


After the mass has been blanched 


sufficiently it Is decanted into funnels 
provided with paper filters and (having 
also a contrivance for being heated 
during the filtering process.
